[have just returned from visiting two of my female 
fnends.

The lady to whose house | first went, had formerly 
inhabited an elegant mansion in the most airy and 
agreeable part of Philadelphia. Its internal decora- 
tions displayed the opulence and taste of the possess- 
ors. She was young and beautiful. An only child of 
wealthy parents, who had given her not merely an 
elegant, but a judicious education. She bad not only 
been taught to epeak French and Italian, to step a 
minuet with grace, and to call the most exquisite 
tones from the piano, but her mind had been carefully 
cultivated, and endowed with just and virtuous senti- 
ments. Like other women, she had been taught the 
use of her needle; but she had not had her mind fet- 
tered by fashionable frivolities. She had entered with 
eagerness and trod with alacrity those paths which 
teach charity, and her favorite study was that philoso- 
phy which defines the duties of life, and the relative 
obligations of man to hie fellow man. 

At the age of eighteen she was married to Charles 
Morton, who, to comprive his eulogium in a few words, 
was worthy of the felicity he enjoyed with his accom- 
plished Henrietta. He was a merchant by profession; 
yet the exact arrangement of his extensive concerns 
afforded many hours of relaxation, which were eagerly 
devoted to more intellectual pursuits, In his study, 
Henrietta was his constant associate. Such had for 
four years been the life of Charles and Henrietta Mor- 
ton, when a most unexpected reverse of fortune took 
place. The failure of several eminent merchants in 
this city and New York, embarraseed Mr. Morton's 
circumstances. Henrietta immediately took proper 
measures to reduce their expenses, and persevered in 
a plan of rigid economy, performing without assistance 
even the menial duties of the household. The prospect 
began to brighten, and what prospect does not brighten 
when a virtuous wife gives her attention and advice 
in similar circumstances! 

But poor Morton's prospects were entirely biasted 
by the loss of a ship sunk in an affray at one of the 
ports of South America, where it seems even now as 
if anarchy was destined to be the perpetual governor 
of the land. Morton surrendered every thing he had; 
but the]malignity of one of his creditors threw him 
into jail, where he chose to remain rather than ask his 
friends to become his bail. I will not undertake to say 
what were Henrietta’s emotions on this occasion; cer- 
tain it is she did not sink into indolence and despond- 
ency. She immediately removed to a small house in a 
narrow street, and eold all her valuable moveables for 
the benefit of the creditors, who had so far respected 
her virtues and misfortunes that they had not insisted 
on the sale. She cheerfully exerted herself to procure 
the means of subsistence for herself and two children, 
and to provide comforts for her poor Charles. This she 
was enabled to do by the unremitted exercise of her 
needle, during the three months he remained in con- 
Rnement. 

The mind of Charles was very differently affected 
by this occurrence. Warm and impetuous in his feel- 
ings, he had not acquired that maturity of reflection 
and systematic firmness, which his wife daily exhibit- 
ed. His powerful and ardent soul, suddenly arrested 
in the career of happiness and honor, was agitated al- 
most to madness.

Here she was silent. Can there be, (I said to my- 
self) greater heroism than this' Does history present 
& more striking example of patient virtue and heroic 
faith? I eee before me a young widow—a lone wo- 
man without pecuniary resources, and yet full of the 
Christian's hope, and deterinined to be beholden to 
herself for support. After a pause of admiration, I 
ventured to inquire into the nature of her plans for 
the future, which I found had been conceived, exam- 
ined and arranged with coolnessand accuracy. In the 
period which most persons, possessed of such exqui- 
site sensibility, would have lost in unavailing sorrows 
and compiaints, she had devised means, and laid the 
foundaticn of future independence. Here is an exam- 
ple of the effects of a good education, just sentiments 
and discipline of mind.

Condolence and advice are the common purposes ot

Extracts from Mre. Troliope's* Domestic Manners of the 
Americans. 


“T never saw any people who appeared to live 80 much 
without amusement as the Cincinnatians. Billiards 
are forbidden by lav, so are cards. To sell a pack of 
cards in Ohio subjects the sellar to a penalty of fifty 
dollars. They have no public balls, excepting, I think, 
six, during the Christmas holuays. They have no 
concerts, They have no dinner parties. 

“They have a theatre, which is, in fact, the only 
public ainusement of this triste little town, bat they 
seem to care very little about it, and either from eco 
nomy or distaste, itis very poorly attended. * Ladies 
are rarely seen there, and by far the larger propor- 





often for a considerable portion of the night, in the va- 
rious churches and chapels of the place. This is called

“T took considerable pains to obtain information on 


this subject ; but in detailing what I learnt | fear that 
it ie ble I shall be accused of exaggeration ; all I 
can do 1s cautiously to avoid deserving it.

“ These itinerant clergymen are of all persuasions, 
I believe, except the Episcopalian, Catholic, Unitarian, 
and Quaker. ] heard of Presbyterians of all varieties, 
of Baptists of 1 know not how many divisions; and of 
Methodists of more denominations than | can remem- 
ber, whose innumerable shades of varving belief, it 
would require much time to explain, and more to com- 
prehend. They enter all the cities, towns, and vil- 
lages of the Union in succession; | could not learn 
with eufficient certainty to repeat, what the interval 
generally is between their visite. These itinerants 
are, for the most part, lodged in the houses of their re- 
spective followers, and every evening that is not spent 
in the churches and meeting houses, is devoted to 
what would be called parties by others, but which they 
designate prayer meetings. Here they eat, drink, 
pray, sing, heer confessions, and make converts. To 
t meetings I never got invited, am therefore | 
have nothing but Lear-say evidence to offer, but my 
information comes from an eye witners, and one on 
whom I believe I may depend. If one half of what 
I heard may be believed, - seats B prayer mectings 
are by no means the most curious, or the least import- 
ant part of the business, 

“It is impossible not to smile at the close resem- 
blance to be traced between the feelings of a first rate 
Presbyterian or Methodist lady, fortunate enough to 
have secured a favorite itinerant for her meeting, and 
those of a first rate London Blue, equally blessed in 
the presence of a fashionable poet. There is a strong 
family likeness among us all. 

“The best rooms, the best dreases, and the choicest 
refreshinents, solemnize the meeting. While the par- 
ty is assembling, the load-star of the hour is occupied 
in whispering conversations with the guests as they 
arrive. They are all called brothers and sisters, and 
the greetings are very affectionate. When the room 
is full, the company, of whom a vast majority are al- 
ways women, are invited, entreated, and coaxed to 
confess before their brothers and sisters, their thoughts, 
faults and follies. 

“These confessions are strange scenes; the more 
they confess, the more invariably are they encouraged 
and carefeed. “When this is over, they all kneel, and 
the itinerant prays extempore. They then eat and 
drink, and then they sing hymns, pray, exhort, sing, 
and then pray again, till the excitement reaches a very 
high pitch indeed. These scenes are going on at 
some house or other every evening during the ‘ revi- 
val,’ nay, at many at the sane time, for the churches 
and meeting-houses cannot give occupation to half 
the itinerants, though they are all open throaghont 
the day, and till a late hour in the mght, and the offi 
ciating ministers succeed each other in the occupy- 
tion of them. 

“It was at the principal of the Presbyterian churches 
that [ was twice witness to scenes that made me shud- 
der; in describing one, | describe every one; the same 
thing is always repeated. 

“ft was in the middle of summer, but the service 
we were recommended to attend did not begin ti! it 
wasdark. The church waa well lighted, and crowded 
almost to suffocation. On entering, we found three 
Priests standing side by side, in a eort of tribune, 
placed where the altar usually is, handsomely fitted 
up with crimson curtains, and elevated about as high 
as our pulpita. We took our places in a pew close to 
the rail which surrounded it. 

“ The priest who stood in the middle was praying , 
the praver was extravagantly vehement, and offensive- 
ly familiar in expression; when this ended, a hymn 
was sung, and another priest took the centre place, 
and preached. The sermon had considerable eloquence, 
but of a frightful kind. The preacher described, with 
ghastly minuteness, the Inst feeble fainting moments 
of human life, and then the gradual progreasof decay

“ Cincinnati contains many schools, but of their rank 
or merit I had very little opportunity of judging , the 
only one which | vietted was kept by Dr. Lock, agen 
tleman who appearsto have liberal and enlarged ideas 
on the sulyect of female education. Should his system 
yield practical results equally excellent, the ladies 
of Cincinnati will probably some years hence be much 
improved in their powers of companionship. T attend 
ed the annual public exhibition at this school, and per 
ceived with some surprive that the higher branches of 
science were among the studies of the pretty creatures 
I saw assembled there. One lovely girl of sixteen 
took her degree in mathematics, and another war ex- 
amined in moral philosophy. ‘They blushed so sweetly 
and looked #0 beautifully puzzled and confounded, that 
it might have been difficult for an abler judge than 1 
was to decide how far they merited the diploma they 
received, 

* This method of letting young ladies graduate, and 
granting them diplomas on quitting the establixhinent, 
was quite new to me; at least, 1 do not recollect to 
have heard of any thing similar-eleewhere,  T should 
fear that the time allowed tothe fair graduates of Cin 
emnati for the acquirement of these various branches 
of education would seldom be sufficient to permit 
their reaching the eminence m each which their en- 
lightened tutor anticipares, A quarter's mathematics, 
or two quertere political economy, moral philosophy, 
algebra, and quadratic equations, would seldom, Eshould 
think, enable the t acher and the scholar, by their joint 
efforts, to lay in auch a stock of these sciences as would 
stand the wear and tear of half a score of children, and 
one help.”

THE INDIAN WAR, 

Since the inhuman affair of Indian Creek, there is no 
interruption of the frontier settiements. The measures 
taken by General Atkinson have secured tranquillity 
to the settlers—many of whom had come in to Fort 
Johnson and Fort Wilburn; their wants were there 
supplied as well as the means at hand would admit. 
It may be well to remark, that such agyressions— 
being between the disbanding of one army and the 
formation of another—are what was expected. 

It ts true, a travelling Dunkard Preacher had been 
killed somewhere on the road to Chicago, his head 
severed from his body, and carried off as a trophy, 
—the beard being represented ag neara foot in length 
It is stated of this Dunkard that he had been induced, 
bya man whohad seen suspicious Indians in the 
neighborhood,to remain at a house all night, while the 
family thought proper, from the same information, to 
remove further in. But the Dunkard could not be 
prevailed on to discontinue his journey, and in con- 
sequence he fell a victim in the way that many head- 
long persons have done, in times of border warfare. 

Of the Misses Hall, whose case scems to interest 
every body (and who are now at Ginlena,) it may not 
be uninteresting to hear the following, as the best in- 
formation that could be collected from the Indians who 
succeeded in procuring their liberation; After the 
bloody scene of despatching such of the family as were 
about the house, (to which they could not avoid! being 
eye witness,) these young women were each placed 
on a horse, which was led by a man—other men walk- 
ed along side, to guard and keep them from falling off 
in difficult passes. At night a lodge was set apart, 
and blanke's spread for them, and elderly squaws made 
to sleep on each side, by whom they were taken care 
of. Such food as the Indians had, was offered to them; 
but they eried and wept, and were too nnwell to eat 
or be comforted. All of which the young women say 
is true, and that the Indian wen offered no insult to 
them. They also confirm what is stated of the 
strength of Black Hawk's camp, as seen im going 
through a narrow passage, where their horses mured in 
the inud:—more of the camp, it is supposed, they 
were not allowed to see. Itseems there was more 
difficulty in procuring the liberty of one, than the 
othor: a young warrior claimed her as his prize, and 
was very unwilling to give up: but after using all the
